Acheson Statement 
Urges Place in 
Council of Europe 


WASHINGTON — (AP) — 
Secretary of State Acheson 
said yesterday the United’ 
States favors immediate steps: 
to include Germany in weld-; 
ing a Western European or- 
ganization. 


The Secretary made the 
statement at a news confer-. 
ence, adding that this country 
wishes Germany would join 
promptly the present Coun- 
cil of Europe. | 

Acheson disclosed that the 12 
nations of the North Atlantic Coun- 
cil have agreed this council should 
meet in London about May 15. He 
said he plans to leave for London, 
by way of Paris, shortly before 
that date. He said he has no plans 
to visit other places during his 
trip. : 

Some officials have expressed 
belief the question of what to do 
about Germany may be one of the 
most critical issues to come up in 
the London talks. This includes 
the difficulty of fitting Germany 
into a European union in conflict 
at some points with British and 
French policies. 

Acheson said he will talk with 
British Foreign Minister Bevin 
and French Foreign Minister Schu- 
man prior to the Atlantic Council 
meeting. 

The central issue, as seen by of- 
ficials here, is whether Britain 
will join fully in the unity of West- 
ern Europe as a counter balance

WASHINGTON — (UP) — The 
sale of television ‘sets outstripped 
radio sets two to one in dollar 
volume last year, the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics said last night.

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They Start With Crime as Children 


Capt. Rhoda Milliken, famed director 
of the Policewomen’s Bureau of Washing- 
ton, D. C., said in a forum appearance in 
Atlanta that 80 percent of all the adult 
criminals ‘in America started careers of 
crime as children—all under 21 years of 
age. 

There is nothing, new in this assertion, 
yet it is one which needs to be repeated 
often because we never seem really to do 
much about it. Her statistics are correct 
and may not be denied. 

Also well established was her second 
point—that juvenile crime stems mainly 
from unhappy home life. The statistics 


at the Federal Penitentiary, for example, 
sustain her, as do those at any other insti- 
tution where records carefully are kept. 

There are, as she says, thousands of 
factors in the picture, but as soon as so- 
ciety realizes that broken or fractured 
homes, where children are subjected to 
cruelty and drunkenness, and where they 
develop a sense of insecurity from paren- 
tal quarrels, tensions and rows, are the 
chief reason why we have such expensive 
prison systems, including criminal courts 
and police, maybe we will spend more 
money on prevention instead of at the 
other end of the problem. 


The Morning Watch Scores High 


We have learned that the morning 
watch of Atlanta’s police department has 


captured 14 burglars in the span of a sin- 


gle month.. That is a new record and tes- 
tifies to the high morale.of the watch and 
the officers in charge. The burglaring 
business cannot be termed good in At- 


lanta. Most of those captured have been 
caught in the act, either in or seeking to 
enter, a place of business. We congratu- 
late the officers in charge and the men 
themselves and are gratified by the op- 
portunity to commend them publicly for 
their alertness. 


Are Starving Chinese Our Business? 


An estimated 10,000,000 Chinese are 
reported starving. That is approximately 
the population of Greater New York City. 

We'd like to do something about it. 

The reason we don’t is that the Com- 
munists, who now control China, make it 
too difficult to do any business. They 
have ousted our consuls and otherwise 
created a breach. 

The problém proposes no real solution. 
We can let it ride and the Chinese will 
starve. This will’make no real difference 
to the present world. The Chinese who 
starve likely will not understand any 
world politics. The Communists will ig- 
nore them or lull them to the last sleep 
by telling them the capitalist nations are 
to blame.

We Dont Want Bridges 


For 11 years, battling before immigra- 
tion commissioners and appeals courts, 
Harry Bridges has been able to defeat 
efforts of the Government to deport him. 


Bridges came into prominence—or no- 
toriety—in 1934 when he led the bloody 
San Francisco waterfront strike. He has 
been at it ever since, only a few months 
ago leading the strike that practically 
stifled the economy of the Hawaiian Is- 
lands. , 


In 1945, on the basis of a favorable 
Supreme Court decision, Harry Bridges 
became a citizen of the United States. 


Tuesday, a Federal Court jury in San 
Francisco decided that Bridges lied when 
he swore, in order to become a citizen, 
that he was not and never has been a 
Communist. The decision is tantamount

the United States still is willing to help 
but that it will have to be through private 
agencies.

In a series of articles on Israel, a nation 
stored to life after 2,000 years, I 
picture some of the problems of 
lic which has had, and is having, so emotional an 
world. 

In a sense, it is something like the establishment of the 
Free State, which produced its share of international turbulence. 
In a very real manner, the Republic of Israel resembles the early 
struggles of the small.republic which began its birth travail] in 


the cities along the fringe of coast which was to become the Re. 


public of the United States of America. 


Uni p But, in the main, it is unique. Nothing exactly like it 
que has happened in ali the history of man’s attempts at 
government and the creation of nations. There was an Israel 2,000 
years ago. There is one today, a republic into which pour the dis- 
possessed, the homeless, and Jews of all the nations of the World 
who do not find in the lands where they have lived a chance at 
living a full, if simple, life of human dignity. Of a population num- 
bering a little more than 1,000,000, almost 300,000 have arrived -in 
the last two years. They still come at the rate of about 9,000 per 
month. In Iraq, preparations move on to allow some 100,000 to 
move to Israel and the promised land. Mass immigration is the 
rule—supported by the labor unions. 


M asses They have come since the end of World War II by ship, 

plane and on foot. There were 40,000 Yemenites who 
were flown from the tiny nation ,of Yemen, in the southern tip 
of Saudi Arabia. This mass movement of the thousands of men, 
women, children, pots and pans by air was called “Operation Magic 
Carpet,” and in effect it lifted them from the Middle Ages into 
the present. 

They come with many tongues, many cultures, many igno- 
rances, many intelligences sharpened by the harsh stones of ex- 
perience; other intelligences which occupy high places in the fields 
of science, education and the philosophies. 

They come to learn a common tongue, Hebrew, the only bridge 
across which they may pass to a functioning nationality. 

There are, of course, some fools, fanatics and discontented. But 
truth compels one to say that they are few. The people are a 
dedicated people and if they do not become involved in another 
war they will overcome the shortages and the gigantic problems 
and make a success. 


. Some questions have come to me as the articles 
Questions appeared. Chief among them is: 

Are they really’ working? 

The answer is an emphatic yes. They are working as hard as 
any people in the world. They are building roads, laying pipe 
lines, building houses, buildings, farming, manufacturing, educat- 
ing doctors, scientists, nurses, and so on. All the labor, common 
and skilled, is done by them. It is‘a Jewish nation. They work 
furiously at training carpenters, farmers, machinists, plumbers, 
steamfitters, toolmakers, mechanics, and all the crafts.

FRANKFURT, Germany—This complex, fear-distorted German 
situation is the key to the European future. After spending a full 
month traveling in all the zones of Germany and talking to many 
hundreds of Germans of every kind and condition, this reporter 
would sum up the grim lesson of Germany in a single perhaps 
platitudinous sentence. 

If you do not try to win a cold war, you must expect to lose it. 

The great mistake that is still being made in the highest quar- 
ters at home is to suppose there are other differences between a 
cold war and a hot war besides the absence of shooting. In fact, 
there is no difference whatever, either in the need to mobilize re- 
sources, or in the ruthlessness of the methods that may be em- 


ployed, gr in {he price of defeat. 


Ch : Assume, for example, that our present Baldwin-like 
o1ice approach to the cold war is continued, and we there- 
fore lose Germany to the Soviet Union. The loss of Germany 
will be a mere incident in the larger loss of Western Europe. In 
the new strategic situation thus created, we shall have only two 
choices. We shall have to choose between surrendering ourselves 
in our turn, or sacrificing all that is good in our society, in order 
to transform the United States into & permanently bristling, per- 
manently alerted armed camp. . 
Nor, unfortunately, is there any escape from this danger in 
Stalin’s so-called theory of co-existence, which Moscow is pro- 
claiming in a way so reminiscent of the Hitler peace talk that 
always preceded another great Hitlerian grab.

WASHINGTON—The heaviest law with which Congress ever has wrestled, I 
* guess, is the appropriations bill for 1951. This document, with committee report at- 
tached, is 768 pages long; any Congressman who drops it on his foot is likely 


to mangle a toe and apply for workman’s compensation. 


The experts claim this 


formidable document, calling for the spending of $29,045,030,164, is so vast that 


no single human brain can understand all its implications. 


Well, maybe. But while the gentlemen 


argue, we can look into some of the items, such as the Speaker’s sedan and the Bureau of Stand- 
ards’ dirty windows, and comprehend them very well. : 


To transport the Speaker of the House to 
work in the morning and take him home at night, 
the bill calls for $10,675. 
a new black limousine, keep it shiny, and hire 
a man to steer it. The dirty windows are more 
complicated. 


r The Bureau of Standards is where the 
scientists test paint, silk stockings and, 
among other things, atom bomb parts. Its 
handsome buildings nestle in parklike sur- 
roundings near the local zoo. The report 
of the Appropriations Committee noted that 
the bureau chief wanted to spend $1,000 an 
acre to keep his grass neatly manicured 
during the year. The Congressmen, mostly 
old keepers of lawns themselves, suggested 
to him that $100 an acre would be exces- 
sive. They also told him that his windows 
were filthy and that he’d kindly get them 
washed. He said he would. So they chopped 

. his appropriation a little from last year and 
told him to go easy on all his scientific in- 
vestigations, except those involving atoms. 


The Congressmen didn’t admit it in so many 
words, but I am of the opinion they are too 
rough with their own furniture. Instead of sit- 
ting down gently, they drop. So it is that: they 
must appropriate $236,000 to repair their own 
busted furniture and buy new chairs in place 
of those that can’t even be mended. 

They took some hefty whacks at the State 
Department’s spending, but even so they left the 
diplomats $217,651,297 for the year. The Secre-

tary of State did ask for money to hire 23 more 
editors so he could push the publication of more 
volumes of a set of books entitled “Foreign Re- 
lations.” 

The penny-pinching Congressmen checked 
with the Government printing office, which re- 
ported that the most popular volume of this set 
last year sold exactly copies. So the 23 extra 
bookmen got the ax and that saved us taxpayers 
$289,800. 

The money men put up a final $31,000,000 to 
patch the Government’s beaten-up railroad in 
Alaska, long known as the Ketchikan, Flat- 
wheel and Northern, and said that was all. If 
anybody comes down here next year begging 
for more money to work on the railroad, they 
promised te throw him out. 

They also: took a few swipes at the Atomic 
Energy Commission, which they said was too 
free and easy with the people’s money. They 
didn’t mind s millions for bombs and 
even atomic power plants, but they were dad- 
blamed if they could see the sense of the Com- 
mission buying 18,000,000 board feet of lumber, 
which it admitted it didn’t need, and storing it 
at Hanford, Wash. The gentlemen also suggest- 
ed that the Commission raise the rents at -its 
dormitories in Los Alamos, N. M. Seems we 
taxpayers have been nicked 60 percent of the 
cost of running these ever since they were built. 

The entire bill, full of such items that a fel- 
low can understand individually at least, now 
is being debated. The resultant oratory I can’t 
recommend.

Many a high card is saved by 
waiting to see what the defender 
will play. 

When there is reason to sus- 
pect that one of your high cards 
will be ruffed, you should con- 
trive to make the opponent 
whom you suspect of being 
short, play before you do. Now, 
if he ruffs you will follow suit 
with a low card retaining the 
honor ‘for a time when it may 
safely be cashed. 

In today’s hand South became 
declarer at a contract of four 
spades and West led the queen 

f hearts. This was won with 

e ace and the suit returned, 
declarer winning with the king. 
The king of spades was then 
played and when East followed 
with the jack, it began to look 
as though trumps ..might not 
break. Declarer, therefore, 
planned to make the enemy 
spend a trump on a loser instead 
of on a winner. He played the 
ace and king of clubs and then 
ruffed the third round in his 
own hand, 

Now the time came to cash 
the diamond tricks, but caution 
must be exercised as to the se- 
quence’ in which they are 
cashed. If anyone has a single- 
ton diamond, surely it is West 
who is known to be long in 
trumps. Declarer must, there- 
fore, be careful not to play a 
high diamond to the second 
lead in that suit, until after West 
has played. So reasoning, de- 
clarer led the king of diamonds 
then followed with a low one 
through West. If West ruffed, 
dummy would follow with the 
losing diamond. Trumps could 
then be drawn and declarer 
would score five spade tricks, 
two diamonds, two clubs and a 
heart for a total of 10. If West 
discarded, as he actually did, the 
ace of diamonds could be cashed 
and a low heart ruffed in the 
closed hand. The three high 
trumps then bring the total of 
winners up to the required 10. 

Note how different is the re- 
sult if the ace of diamonds is 
first played and then the king. 
West will then ruff a winning 
diamond and declarer will find 
himself one trick short of his 
goal. .

But in the first 20 years of this elastic century the game had 
its best pitching and its finest hitting combined. For example, 
this period sent into action such pitching stars:as Cy Young, 
Mathewson, Alexander, Johnson, Joe Wood, Joss, Ed Walsh, Ches- 
bro, Wild Bill Donovan, Rucker, Marquard, Miner Brown, Bill 
Dineeh and a long list of others. 

It was nothing to win from 30 to 40 games. Young had 

a Tiock of 30-game years. So did Alex, Matty and Johnson. 

Earned-run averages ranged from .90 by Ferdie Schupp 
and 1.14 by Walter Johnson up to 1.22 by Grover Alexander. 

Any number of pitchers had seasons under two earned runs 

per game, Here was an era of great pitching. But where 

were the crushed and baffled hitters?
